This luncheon meeting was a most successful 
affair, an article on it will appear in the November is- 
sue of the OHIO ARCHITECT. It is anticipated that 
in the future similar meetings will be held in the cen- 
tral and southern sections of Ohio. All the collegiate 
schools of architecture in Ohio have indicated an interest in 
reaching a better understanding of the examination pro- 
cedures of the Board. 

Other meetings of the State Board of Examiners were 
held in Columbus during June following the National 
Convention of N.C.A.R.B., and in August. The Fall Ex- 
amination was held the week of September 16, 1963. 

During July, the members of the Board were advised 
of the findings of the State Auditor as a result of an 
audit of the records of the Board. All members against 
whom findings were made filed complete records to support 
the time spent on activities other than official Board Meet- 
ings. It was at first generally understood that the State 
Auditor had accepted the certified reports of the past and 
present Board Members as being sufficient proof that all 
Per Diem payments at the rate of $15.00 per day had been 
adequately supported. Without any advance notice on 
September 19, 1963 the Associated Press was given a press 
release, with access to all records, and a story was sent out 
on the wire to all newspapers. 

This story as printed tends to create a very distorted 
picture of the facts. For clarification, the entire press 
release is appended hereto:

‘Basing his report on what he considered inadequate 
board minutes, a state examiner today said ten officials and 
former officials of the State Board of Examiners of Archi- 
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tects had received excessive per diem compensation and 
overtime pay totaling more than $13,000. 

Тһе report, submitted to State Auditor Roger W. 
"Tracy, covered the board's operations from August 9, 1959 
through April 16, 1963, and will be turned over to the 
attorney general's office for a final determination. 

Because of the incomplete records covering the period 
of three years and eight months, the examiner listed what 
he said appeared to be overpayments totaling $9,540 to 
the three present board members, the secretary, assistant 
secretary and three former board members. 

Citing as typical of the laxity in the maintenance of 
records, the examiner reported that as of the conclusion of 
the audit May 10, 1963, the minutes had yet to be written 
for two board meetings in both 1961 and 1962. 

Individual findings listed by the examiner were: Har- 
old H. Munger, Toledo, board president, $2,085; George S. 
Voinovich, Cleveland, vice-president, $1,170: George F. 
Schatz, Cincinnati, board member, $1,890; Arthur F. 
Sidells, Warren, secretary, $600, and Ferd E. Freytag, 
Sidney, assistant secretary, $120. 

Findings were also made against three former mem- 
bers including: Frederick J. Hobbs, Jr., Columbus, $1,755: 
Charles E. Firestone, Canton, $1,200 and R. Franklin 
Outcalt, Gleveland, $720. 

While the examiner reported the official records show- 
ed only 262 days of service, the total reimbursements cov- 
ered 898 days, and the total days claimed by the board 
and staff members amounted to 1,465 days. 

Commenting upon the report, Auditor Tracy said: 

"Because of the very nature of the board's activities, 
there is little doubt but that the various members actually 
rendered the days of service claimed. Тһе difficulty hinges 
upon the fact that the neglect in maintaining the records 
made it impossible to substantiate the claims. It is a mat- 
ter which will have to be resolved by the attorney general's 
office." 

Apprised of the findings, board members and other 
officials of the board filed letters in reply, with detailed 
explanations of services performed. In every case, the offi- 
cials based their claims upon their “daybook” records, each 
showing days of service far in excess of the days for which 
they were reimbursed. 

Following are the claimed days and the days reimburs- 
ed, respectively, for all officials named in the report: 
Munger, 345 and 139; Voinovich, 150% and 78; Schatz, 
317 and 126; Hobbs, 287 and 117; Firestone, 158 and 80; 
Outcalt, 109 and 48; Sidells, 88 and 40, and Freytag, 
10 and eight. 

The examiner also took exception to the compensation 
paid to two other board employees, Ralph C. Kempton, 
executive secretary, and Hazel Hayes, board clerk. 

Pointing out that the law permits travel, hotel and 
other necessary expenses for board members only in the

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performance of their duties, the examiner reported that 
Kempton had been paid $1,161.19 as expense allowance 
during the audit period. 

The matter of overtime for the board clerk, amount- 
ing to $2,679.60 for 1160 hours at $2.31 per hour, also 
drew the criticism of the examiner. It was found that 
during the fiscal years 1960-62, overtime in the amount of 
$300.30 was recorded in four of the eight calendar quarters, 
and that “during the current fiscal year (1963) the same 
amount is recorded in all four quarters, including the 
current period,” weeks before the end of the final quarter 
of the fiscal year. 

Kempton’s position as executive secretary was created 
Feb. 4, 1936, at which time provision was made that his 
salary be fixed by the board, but not to exceed the statu- 
tory limitation of $1500 
secretary. 


the same salary paid to the 


He was subsequently raised to an hourly rate of 


65, and the last audit showed that he was receiving a 
guaranteed salary based upon 60 hours per semi-monthly 
pay period. Since the early part of 1960, it was found that 
Kempton was being paid on the basis of an average of 75 
to 80 hours every half-month. 

“There was a pencilled memo in the accounts book 
of May 7, 1963," the examiner said, "indicating that pay- 
ments (to Kempton) for the last five periods of the fiscal 
year will be 75 hours each.” 

Total wages paid to Kempton during the audit period 
were $35,764.67 ranging from $2,881.50 during the first 
three and one-half months of 1963 to $10,138.92 for all 
of 1962. 

Another phase of the report disclosed that while the 
law limits the $15 per diem allowance to board members 
only, both the secretary and the assistant secretary also 
filed claims and received the same per diem allowance. 

Referring to the board meetings averaging eight per 
year, each of two days’ duration, the examiner said further: 

“Minutes of the board show an occasional absence of 
a member at meetings, such absence not affecting the even 
division of the per diem allowances 

“Expense accounts indicate trips to Columbus by two 
or three out of town members in 1961, on April 19 and 20, 
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May 15 and 16, and on July 13, but the minute book 
shows no board meetings on those dates, and regular 
minutes make no reference to specific board activities have 
been scheduled." 

Commenting upon the board's failure to follow statu- 
tory procedures, including the proper maintenance of rec- 
ords, the examiner reported that he was advised by Kemp- 
ton that "efforts have been made, and will be continued, 
to have legislation enacted so that the law will conform 
with the practices that have been developed." 

Гһе examiner said further that "the staff seems to 
have the impression that valuable time was being lost in 
bringing minutes and other records up to date, as they 
should be." 

Kempton, meanwhile, laid the major share of the 
blame upon a combination of inadequate appropriations 
linked with insufficient staff personnel to handle the con- 
stantly increasing business of the board." 

Mr. Donahue, assistant attorney general met with two 
past and five present members of the Board, Thursday, 
October 3, 1963 on the matter of the report of the State 
Auditor. Тһе Board was advised that the attorney general's 
office did not feel that there had been anything in the 
report indicating improper or criminal conduct and that 
no prosecution or legal action against any person was 
contemplated. The Board should, however, take immedi- 
ate steps to correct all required procedures and strictly 
conform to all accounting controls. So that this may be 
done at once, Mr. Donahue offered to provide an attorney 
from the attorney generals office and a representative from 


the State Auditors office to direct the necessary revisions 


to provide strict compliance with all regulations. 

Mr. Donahue further suggested that a joint statement 
should be issued indicating that the Board was taking all 
necessary steps to correct its accounting and recordine 
practices to conform to State requirements, and that all 
findings against past and present Board members were 
un justified.
